It was the early b ird that caught 
the vib rations this morning, and -those 
who were comfortab ly and 
soundly 
snoozing at al>out five o'clock lost the 
opportunity of their lives of saying, 
“There was once an earth-quake in 
Dixon, and 1 was in it.'’ 
T he shock 
was a durab le one and very prouno- 
unced; was felt in its full force at ab out 
a: 15 a. m. and lasted ab out one and a 
half minutes. It was in all parts of the 
city, b ut with most force we b elieve on 
the north side of tho river, though the 
general effect was the same in all cases. 
The shock was a series of quick trem ­ 
b ling vib rations like a person with a 
nervous tremor, the first lasting per­ 
haps 30 seconds and gradually sub sic- 
ing. 
This was following in a few 
seconds b y a repitition, sufficiently pro­ 
nounced to shoke and rattle doors and 
windows and the pictures on the walls 
of 
our 
dwellings, 
ami 
lasting 
fully 
4o 
seconds. 
The 
vib rations 
proceeded from east to west, and were 
unaccompanied b y any noise. 
In the 
home of Clarence Stuck polo most of 
the inmates wore awake when the first 
shock was felt: those who were not 
were awakened b y it and distinctly 
It the second, which appeared to 
make every article in the room vib rate 
with a quick motion. 
Lieut. Ducat’s 
testimony is corob orative in every par­ 
ticular; as is also that of Judge Crab * 
tree, W. D. Duffin and many others. 
The shocks were also distinctly felt at 
Mr. Meppin's place, seven miles south­ 
west of here; and though we have 
heard of no damage done, the internal 
commotion was felt over a wide stretch 
of surface prob ab ly, extending certain­ 
ly as far north as Bclvldere, where the 
telegraph operator experienced quite 
a shock.

An item in T he T e l e gr ap h 
a few 
nights ago seems to have created the 
impression tha t the petition for an or­ 
dinance clearing the streets of children 
after 9 o'clock in the evening, em an­ 
ated from Rev. Wm. Hartman. 
It was 
however drawn b y instruction of the 
local ministerial association, after con­ 
sultation with some of our leading b us­ 
iness men. 
The pub lic streets, espec­ 
ially at a la te hour of the night, is a 
b ad sch« H)l for undeveloped minds, and 
the ob ject of the ordinance, which 
will b e petitioned of the city council 
tomorrow night b y a large numb er of 
our leading citizens, is to restrain b y 
law those over whom there seems to tx; 
exercised no other restraint in this re­ 
gard. 
Various efforts have b een mad* 
to preserve the rising generation of our 
rapidly growing citisn from the contain 
inating influences which seek t he hours 
of darkness—the b ats and owls, so to 
speak, of the moral world. 
An ex­ 
change says: 
“The latest of these;

periments is the curfew ordinance. 
In 
twenty-seven of the small towns of Min*

other passenger» and m ay b oar the 
full com plem ent of b undles incident 
to existence in the sub urb s. 
As lie 
approaches the w aiting train a sharp 
eyed colored m an, w ho is on the 
lookout, sees him at a distance. 
He 
rushes up to the traveler, takes his 
b undles ob sequiously, and, b ow ing 
and scraping, ushers him into 
the 
club ear. 
H ere ho is sure of finding 
a seat, and he and his fellow a risto­ 
crat» throw off their (» oats, take 
seats in wicker chairs and lean luiek 
to sm oke and read their papers or 
take jvirt in gam es of cards 
The 
club ear m an b elongs to a social or­ 
ganization governed like any other 
club , which b iros a special car from 
the com pany for the use of its mom* 
l» ors. 
The car is attached to a c e r­ 
tain m orning and evening train, and 
only the m em b ers are allowed to on 
tor it. 
Next in social importance among 
the sub urb an passengers is the b usi- 
noss man who has l>oon a commuter 
for many years and who has known 
the conductor ever since ho was a 
b rakonmn. He is r« *cognizod a s a man 
of property and is possib ly a stock 
holder in the road. 
He b ows even 
to the conductor with an air of con­ 
descension and issues orders to tho 
b rakeman as to the ojKming and 
closing of windows and doors or the 
raising and lowering of the lights 
He generally manages to secure a 
whole scut for himself unless some 
friend enter* the car with him. 
The smoking car commuter forms 
another class. He also is on familiar 
terms with the conductor, hut in a 
different way. 
He dues not take 
lib erties with him, hut greets him 
each morning. 
With the smoking 
car hrakeman ho is on the closest 
terms of friendship, calling him b y 
his first name and inquiring as to 
his health and that of all the other 
employees in the sub urb an service. 
The smoking ear commuter is of 
course an inveterate card player. Ho 
is usually either a clerk or young 
b usiness man, hut sometimes elder 
ly men are not graduated into the 
aristocratic classos, b ut remain all 
their lives frequenters of the smok­ 
ing ear and devotees of the card ta ­ 
b le on the trains. 
W hat the club car man is to tin; 
ordinary commuter tho commuter 
is to the occasional passenger 
The 
commuter, e v e n if ho has not had 
long exi>erioi)ou, enjoys tho distinc­ 
tion which a monthly ticket gives 
to him over the hearer of a single 
trip ticket. He presents his b ook or 
commutation ticket with a careless 
air, and the conductor, recognising 
his face, gives only a hasty glance 
at his ticket, lie remains engrossed 
in his newspaper while the train 
is passing through the open coun­ 
try, yet views with 
resignation 
tho approach of the tunnel which 
impels him to lay it down, lie looks 
with disfavor on the unaccustomed 
traveler who raises a window on the 
dustiest day and who takes an in­ 
terest in the scenery along the route. 
The occasional passenger—-just tho 
holder of an ordinary trip ticket—is 
so far down in the social scale in the 
crowded morning and afternoon 
trains that ho sometimes wonders 
that he is allowed to exist at all. He 
looks ab out with distrust, and if b o 
has a seat b eside a commuter he 
hurriedly produces his ticket as the 
conductor approach« * and conceals 
it in his hand in a shamefaced way 
until ho can puss it. to tho conductor. 
If he is a sensitive man, he is afraid 
to touch the window until ho finds 
whether tho commuters raise the 
other windows or allow them to ro 
main closed. 
If the window b eside 
him is open, he may wonder at one 
part of tho route to see other pas 
songers closing tho windows, and it 
is not until he enters tho tunnel that 
lid realizes that he has show n his ig­ 
norance b y failing to recognize tho 
scenery near the entrance to tin; 
tunnel, which has warned tho com­ 
m uters that the outside air must. 1st 
excluded. 
This and a few ot her ex 
hib itionn of his lack of familiarity 
with travel on tho road put him in 
a condition of proper humility, and 
ho is ready b efore the end of his 
short journey to recognize his true 
position among 
sub urb an travelers
